while four persons died in March. 


Figures on the April accident toll, 


as compiled by Corporal J. G. War- 
ren, commander of the Gettysburg 
substation of the state motor police, 
show that 14 crashes were investi- 
gated by officers last month as com- 
pared with 10 in April of 1938. The 
number of persons injured was 12 
in each month and none of the in- 
juries was fatal during the last two 
years in April. 


The repair bill from April's crashes 


soared to $3,235 as compared with 
$1,279 in April, 1938. There were 77 
arrests made by officers from the 
Gettysburg substation last month 
and 50 arrests in April of last year. 


April's figures mark a considerable 


drop from March's high totals. In 
that month there were 21 persons 
hurt, four fatally in 24 accidents. 
Vehicles involved were damaged to 
the extent of $4,095. 


A comparison of the accident fig- 


ures for the first four months of this 
year as against the same period in 
1938 shows the following:

The sudden and marked changes

The suspicion that Gettysburgians 


and Adams county farmers have 
been voicing that far more copious 
April showers have been falling 
than can possibly be needed by the 
promised May blooms is confirmed 
in the weather report for the month. 
During the first four months this 
year Gettysburg has received more 
than three inches above the normal 
amount of rain. 


April's showers amounted to al- 


most one-third more than the aver- 
age for the month. The rainfall was 
measured at 4.66 inches which is 
1.06 
inches above the normal. On 


two days—April 6 and 7—precipita- 
tions of .9 inches were measured. 
There was a trace of snow on Apnl

INSURANCE CASE 
BEFORE COURT; 
N, 0, MAN FINED 


ON TWO CHARGES 


After hearing the testimony of 
e witness, counsel for E. G. 


ffhited, Straban township, plaintiff 
in an assumpsit action against the 
Preystown Mutual Fire Insurance 
ompany, closed their case this 
norning in the re-trial of the suit 
vhich was before a jury here last 
November. 


The taking of defense testimony 


>egan late this morning and was 
xpected to close this afternoon with 
a possibility that the case may be 
placed in the hands of the jury for 
decision before court adjourns this 
vemng. The case is the last for 
rial at the current session of court. 
Through the suit now on trial Mr. 


Whited seeks to collect $2,000 from 
.he insurance company as his in- 
;erest in an eating place along the 
Lincoln highway east of here which 
was completely destroyed by fire 
early on the morning of March 23, 
1937. 


Whited who held a lien on the 


sroperty which S. P. Jacques own- 
ed at the time of the fire, was in 
court but did not take the stand. His 
only witness was Theodore Warner, 
New Oxford, the man through whom 
Jacques took out the 
insurance 


policy with the Freystown company. 


Restaurant Owner Fined 


Defense counsel, in outlining their 


side of the case to the jury, promis- 
ed to show that Warner never had 
been appointed an agent of the 
Freystown company; that an $8 as- 
sessment on the Jacques policy 
made in January of 1937 never was 
paid, and that Whited's judgment 
against the property was not cover- 
ed under the law by the "mortgagee 
Clause" attached to the policy pre- 
iumably for his protection. 


The jury trying the case was 


drawn last week and held over for 
this trial, while all other members 
of the April panel were discharged. 


This morning Judge W. C. Sheely 


sentenced Irvin Livingston, New Ox- 
ford restaurant proprietor, to pay 
$25 each on two charges of main- 
taining gambling devices. He was 
ordered to pay the costs of the case 
also. 


On Saturday afternoon seven men 


appeared before the court to explain 
why they have not compiled with old 
court orders covering costs or sup- 
port payments. All were told to re- 
turn to court later for check-ups 
with several being given their "last 
chance" to pay, with jail as the al- 
ternative.
